The Fighting Described. 

Calcutta, Saturday — Yesterday 
Maj.-gen. Sir Jas, Willeorks attacked 
Halwai seven miles from China, The 
force advanced in two columns under 
Brigadier-gens. Anderson and Bar- 
rett. The enemy in considerable 
etrength was posted behind the strong 
eangars on high hills, Brgadier-gen. 
Barrett made a frontai attack, and 
seized the hilly which were occupied 
by the 24th Punjabis. The Seaforth 
Highlanders and the Khyber Rifles 
were then sent along the Bazar 
Valley. the Sith Sikhs moving in sup- 
port. Hrigudier-gen. Anderson moved 
up the valley of the Walai stream to 
the north of the China ridge, and de- 
bouched over the Kotal, delivering a 
flank attack at the same time. The 
position was carried without a check 
whilst the towers below were destroyed. 
On the t leaving, the enemy, who 
were strongly reinforced from Thaltai, 
clung to the rear and flanks, but 
made no unpression, The retirement, 
which was well carried out, particu- 
larly by the Ssaforths, the 43nd 
Sikhs and the 5#th Sindh Rifles, was 
covered by the Derajat mountain. 
Major the Hon. D. Forbes -Sempill, 
D.S.O., of the Seaforth Highlanders, 
was killed, and 10 native soldiers were 
wounded. Maj.-gen, Willcocks attri- 
butes the smallness of the loss to the 
fact that che tactics of mountain war- 
fare now form part of the peace train- 
ing of the troops. The troops are in 
execllent health, and the wounded are 
all doing well.—Reuter.

As such, it has been recognised 
by both parties in the County 
Conneil, and the Asylums’ Committee, 
to which it has been referred, may be 
expected to report strongly ip its fav- 
oar. ‘The sooner the good work is set 
on foot, the better will it be for the 
community. — 

‘The scheme is evidently the outcome 
of careful consideration. Dr. Mauds- 
ley argues that the hospital, to be 
really useful, should occupy some cen- 
tral position. It ought to serve, in 
the first place, for the early treat- 
ment of acute mental dieorder, so as 
to prevent cases trom being relegated 
to county asylums Secondly, it 
should promote exact scientific re- 
seateh into the causes and pathology 
of insanity. ‘Thirdly, it should be an 
educational institution in which medi- 
cal students should obtain sound in- 
struction. Dr. Maudsley’s plan is 
all the more meritorious because it 
ia intended chiefly for the benett of 
the poor. Out of the 100 patients. 60, 
or even 75, are to be taken from the 
working classes. Tho rest, when 
they can afford to pay, are to be made 
to pay.
